The dissolute life of the Countess’ 
and her extravagent adventures made 
her notorious, Three years ago she 
issued two volumes of poems entitled 
“Thoughts in Voice” and “Reveries,” 
It was never known whether or not 
the Countess was the author of these 
works, and they were often attrib- 
uted to a well Known literary man,

Hacienda Owner Is Installing 
Plant for Test Weaving 
of Fiber.

IS HEAVY 
Shortness of Fiber Is the‘Only 
Objection, Says Those Who 

Have Studied It.

EL PASO, Teéx., Oct. 8—Cotton that 
grows upon trees threatens to come into 
competition with the American cotton 
that grows on annual plants. This cot- 
ton that grows on trees is a product of 
Mexico and it grows wild in the region 
of Sonora and Sinaloa now being opened 
to the commerce by the Harriman lines 
in the sister republic. 

The tree is known to the Mexicans as 
the adlone and one tree, it is said, pro- 
duces as much cotton as an acre of the 
average American field product. The 
staple of the Mexican cotton is not as 
long as the American plant product, but 
there is no necessity for ginning the 
Mexican cotton. . Merely flaying it as 
wheat was threshed a few years ago 
will rid it of the seeds. The staple is 
about an inch long and is said to be 
sufficient for all ordinary purposes of 
commerce, 

Charles Cummins, a rancher who has 
a big hacienda near La Pastorilla in 
Sonora, has been experimenting with the 
tree-grown cotton and he is preparing to 
build a small mill to weave cloth as an 
experiment. The cotton grows wild in 
that part of Mexico. Labor is cheap 
and the Mexicans can be hired to gath- 
er it, Mr. Cummins says, at a small 
cost. He believes that he will be able to 
produce a cloth the equal of that made 
from the American and Egyptian cotton 
and if ‘so, he says, there is enough tree 
cotton now growing in Mexico to supply 
that country with all the cotton cloth it 
will need. 

“ Resembles Cottonwood Tree. 

The tree resembles the cottonwood, 
familiar in the Western United States 
along the borders of ‘the streanis and is 
probably of the same variety. It is a 
prolific bearer and Cummins says the 
cotton is not difficult to gather, as the 
trees seldom exceed 20 feet. in height. 

The treas have pinnate leaves and, 
following the blossoms which greatly 
resemble. the. blossom of the American 
cotton stalk, develops bolls much like 
cotton, boll. These bolis are filled with 
a fiber, which closely, resembles real cot- 
ten fiber, except in the length. 

The Mexicans have -never,, attempted 
te weave the fiber, but for ages they 
have been using it for filling mattresses 
and pillows and they find that is su- 
perior to cotton, as & Goes not’ gather 
into knots as cotton Will do when used 
an filled for pillows and mattresses 
without elaborate preparation. 

The bolls are cone shaped like the cot- 
tm boll, but are much larger, being 
fsur or five inches in length. The Mexi- 
cans in gathering cotton pick the bolls 
just before they are “ipe enough to 
open and drop their contents on the 
ground. The bolls are dried until they 
upen and the iint can be removed. The 
lint is then placed on a’.canvas and 
fiailed. -The seed readily drop out of 
the lint and the fiber is gathered ready 
for use. 

Hopes for Durable Cloth. 

Mr. Cummins believes that he can 
spin and weave the fiber into a fine 
quality of cloth. He says the fiber is 
stronger than the American cotton and 
he believes the cloth will be more last- 
ing and durable. Even if he does not 
succeed in spinning and weaving the 
fiber he is certain that he can use it as 
filler for mattresses und pillows and in 
upholstery work. He believes that in 
any event there'is a ready market for 
this product of the Mexican forest that 
has been wasting in the mountains for 
centuries, ¢ 

There is a legend that the Indians of 
that region wore clothing of fine tex- 
ture many years ago, and when they 
crossed the mountaine to other sections 
of the then undeveloped Mexico, and 
Mr. Cummins believes those Indians 
used the fiber from this tree for weav- 
ing their cloth. Pieces of cotton cloth 


Jhave been found in the caves in the 
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Sierra Madre country of Northern Mex- 
ico by explorers in recent years, but 
as cotton is not a natural product of 
that region it has been a mystery where 
the cloth came frem. For many, the 
story of the cotton troes of Sinaloa and 
Sonora solve this mystery.

A Few Favor sie Proponed Pipe 
Line to Gulf to Give Them 
a Market. 


A HASKELL . PROPOSAL 

Governor Promises Special 

Session of Legislature to 
Look Into Project. 


GUTHRIE, Ok., Oct. 8.—‘‘Let the State 
keep its hands off our business and at- 
tend strictly to its political affairs.” 

This is the reply given by one of the 
prominent oil producers of Oklahoma 
when asked for an opinion in regard to 
Gov. Haskell’s most recent plan to have 
the State build, own and operate a pipe 
line from the Oklahoma oil fiélds to the 
gulf. Under a provision of the State 
Constitution, it would be lawful for the 
State to engage in such a business, 

The oil producers are not of one opin- 
ion by any means in regard to Gov. 
Haskell’s plan and his proposal to call 
the Legislature together for the pu 
of enacting a law and making an a 
propriation to build the pipe line. The 
proposition as a whole, in fact, is meet- 
ing with a peculiar reception. 

“Since such an undertaking would 
benefit almost exclusively the ofl pro- 
ducers in less than a 4Aozen counties, 
One would naturally expect to find the 
producers heartily in favor of it,” says 
Tom Latta, editor of the Tulsa Daily 
World, in the heart of the olf] field, 
“but they are not, at least, not with 
anything like unanimity. As a matter 
of fact, the proposition looks like a 
solution of the perplexing problem con- 
fronting the oil men. There is no ques- 
tion that such a step would result in 
@ ready market and ready transporta- 
tion facilities for every barrel of oil 
produced in the oil fields of the State. 
That much from the producers’ stand- 
point.’’ 


“Considering the problem from the. 


standpoint of the State—that is, the ma- 
jority of taxpayers—the case is not 
quite so clear,” continues Mr. Latta. 
“It may well be fuestioned whether a 
majority of the Legislature will favor 
any such thing.\ A vast number of the 
taxpayers of Oklahoma are not directly 
interested in the oil business and an 
objection of considerable force may be 
expected from western, central and 
southern counties not affected by the 
rise and fall in the price or in the great 
accumulation of stock in storage, 

“If the Governor should convene the 
Legislature in special session and should 
be able to convince fits members that 
such a line would prove profitable: that 
it could: rely on sufficient quantitles of 
olf at all times to pay itself out and 
show a profit to the State, as a whole, 
then he will have little difficulty in 
putting through the scheme, but we 
predict that the representatives from 
those counties, having .other industries, 
will easify find plenty to justify them 
in opposing the undertaking if it should 
appear that the State was simply being 
put in competition with monopolies 
without any assurance that the produc- 
ers would #tand pat when ‘the Treeze- 
out’ started.”’ | 

M. L. Lockwood of Tulsa, formerly 
prominent in Ohio politics, was one of 
the first men in the Oklahoma oil fields 
to advocate the building of a state -pipe 
line to Port Arthur... He said it was 
feasible and he thinks it is even more 
so now. “Such a pipe line would be 
the salvation of the producers of this 
country,”” he says, “and another thing, 
the men who are opposing it are domi- 
nated bythe present pipe line.” 

B. E. Perry, secretary of the Mid-Con- 
tinent Oil and Gas Producers’ Associa- 
tion, says: 

“I can’t see why such a plan woulda 
not be feasible. There must be-.an out- 
let. If oil can be taken to the Gulf 
coast, it can be sold, for it is recognized 
by all that there is a market. for it 
there. I think it would help the produc- 
ers, therefore I am for it.” 

Another »vrominent oil producer, J. ®B. 
Crosbie, says: “I am not in favor of 
such a move. If the State would re. 
peal some of the pregent laws instead ef 
making more, producers would be a lot 
better off; better still, I would like to 
see the State keep its hands off the oi) 
business altogether.” 

“Gov. Haskell’s proposition of cal)- 
ing a special session of the Legislature 
for the purpose of authorizing the build- 
ing of an ofl pipe line out of the State 
does not meet with the approval of the 
Independent producers of the State,” 
says the Daily Phoenix of Muskogee, 
one of the leading newspapers in the oil 
belt. “The building of such a line would 
afford us little if any relief and we 
would be at the mercy of the buyers at 
the other end of the line. * * * The 
oll monopoly would, no doubt, be glad 
to be relieved of the cost of such a 
line and of its maintenance. * * * The 
State would then have a long hollow 
tube on its hands and later might sell 
it to the Standard for % cents on the 
dollar. 

“It is allright to call the Legislature 
in extra session, but it should be for 
the purpose of approving the erection 
and maintenance of a State oll refinery 
owned by the State. This idea has met 
with instant approval * * °”

‘The farther east we got,”” said Mrs. 
Schneider, “‘the chillier the people be- 
came.

They treated us nice- 
ly and were hospitable, but after we 
left Chicago we began to find an in-

CHINESE TRADE AND- CANADIAN. 

| The State Department hag called back Minig- 
ter Crane as he was about to sail for his posi 
in China. Secretary Knox wishes to discuss with 
him more particularly our trade relations with 
China. Mr. Knox, we are informed, is most so- 
licitous about’ Oriental ma¥kets. He purposes 
making a record in chis field which will eclipse 
that of his predecessor, Dlilfu Hoot, 

Our trade with China is not altogether satis- 
factory, according to the Globe- which 
is enthusiastic for the Knox program, It quotes 
figures to show that our exsorts to China have 
fallen off from $53,453,000 in 1905, to $48,774,000 
in 1906; $25,704,000 in 1907, and $22,342,000 in 1908. 
Our purchases from China have been practically 
stationary in the same periods. In faqt, we out a 
very small figure in the markets of China and 
China is less of a factor in ours. But Secretary 
Knox is out for a record. : 

How much greater would be his record and how 
much richer the general reward if he would turn 
his attention and his energies not only to devel- 
oping and enlarging our trade with Canada but 
to conservin;, what wo now have. Canada is our 
third best customer. She is outranked only by 
England and Germany. Her 6,000,000 people 
bought $164,000,000 of our products in the year 
ending June last, while the 4v,000,000 of France 
bought gnily $108,000,v00. Canada fs our natural 


commerei-! ally. There is no racial distinction 


between her people and ours. Their aspirations, 
interests, tastes and resources are the same as 
ours. She has given us the best immigrants we 
havenad. Our peoplu have gone over the border 
‘to develop ter great Northwest. ;She neetis our 
finished products.and wo need her raw materials. 
So ineffectivc have been the artificial restraints 
of vicious tariffs to destroy aatural trade that 
England is bewailing our domination of Cana- 
dian market F. A. McKenzie, writing in the 
London Daily Mail, points ou. that the English 
have invested mainly {n Canadian debentures and 
preferred stocks yielding a fair fixed interest; 
the Americans have built factories and acquired 
control of tue retail business. He noted that in 
Winnipeg alone there are 100 firms working on 
American 7a} ital, and the number is even greater 
in Toronto and Montreal. The incidental fact is 
that Americans push their own, not British goods, 
and having been forced to build factories in Can- 
ada, send to them for completion raw and half- 
raw materia!s which pay lower rates of duty than 
finished British products. 

And yet we are on the verge of a tariff war 
with Canada. Our commercial relations are to 
be narrowed, not broadened. April 1 next the 
retaliatory provisions of the Payne law will be- 
come operative against imports from Canada. 
More than $10,000,000 will be added to the duties 
on certain »roducts we now buy there. The 
Canadian Government will immediately add its 
surtax as punishment against the nation which 
imposes discriminating duties against Canada: In 
short, we will add 25 per cent against the $42,- 
000,000 of goods we import from Canada and @an- 
ada will add 33.per cent to the $167,000,000 she 
imports from ‘us, It is a ‘simple\taleulation , to}. 
find out who gets the worst of the exchange. 

In tho face of such cértainties {t seems Secre- 
tary Kniox might leave Chinese trade to shift for 
itself pending the time this far greater problem 
at our very doors is settled. Canada is our nat- 


ural customer; we are hers. The economic rule 
which makes free trade among the states produce 


the great«3t internal commerce the world has ey- 
er known, would make our trade with Canada the 
greatest possible under the circumstances. The 
possibilities here make the possibilities in China 
infinitesimal and the realities are different 
enough to warrant thé neglect of China until 
Canadian trade relations have been adjusted.

Cobb is a sportsnian. He admires men 





who can equal or excel himself, and is 
not jealous. 

But whatever he may think about the 
matter, we will have to accuse Tyrus 
Raymond of being a prevaricator. For 
Wagner is not the greatest playef in the 
world. Cobb himself is the most won- 
derful figure in the baseball world to- 
day. He has dont everything asked of 
him, done everything Wagner has done 
this year, and done it much better. He 
has outhit and outrun the Flying 
Dutchman and if he has not outfielded 
him it is because their spheres of use- 
fulness on defense are not the same.

- “he place, which is ubout four miles 
from this city, is known as Camp 
Chase, and it is still kept memory- 
Gear to the people of the South by the 
Confederate soldiers’ cemetery there. 
which has received reguiar care since 
1804. 

‘Time has.rerroved every trace of the 
ol4 military prison, but the local story 
tellers, wise in the war time history 
of the place, know the exact spots 
where famous Southerners tunneled for 
liberty, and the get-away routes taken 
to leave Ohio and the camp far down 
behind the horizon. 

The land for this famous military 
prison was leased by the Government 
during the War and continued to April, 
1879, when it was bought by the Govern- 
ment and described as the Confederate 
cemetery, formerly occupied az the 
Camp Chase prison. At the close of 
the Civil War the barracks were torn 
down, and the lumber was used to in- 
close the place of burial. 

High Tide of Prison Roll. 

When President Hayes was Governor 
of Ohio, a farmer named Henry Briggs 
Was employed at $% a year to keep 
the cemetery in order. This was con- 
tihued until Gov. Bishop was elected. 
He ordered the caretaking stopped, and 
the place became a wild waste until 
Senator J. B. Foraker was made Gov- 
efnor. 

“He directed the atténtion of the Fed- 
eral Govern t to the condition of this 
burial place of 2260 Confederate soldiers, 
and an appropriation was made suffi- 
cient to build a substantial wall around 

it Since then the cemetery has been 
kept in excellent order. 

The first prisoners of the war to be 

Chase were from 

Virginia Regiment. 
They” were captured in the Kanawha 
Valley in July, 1861, and for a while 
were held as hostages for Union sol- 
@iers. Their stay was short, an ex- 
ehange making 4 trip to their homes 
fi the South particularly § gratifying 
within a.few weeks after being taken.
